times a day when they btq allowed to go into the prison yard to vrash and eat^ 

From Kovadioa refugees are sent in groups of 200 or 300 to the interior of 
Yugoslavia as industrial workers and minors o Their skills and abilities are 
assessed before they leave the campo Professional people and studeirbs* as 
well as laborers and skilled workmen^ are forced to w ork® Former Rumanian 
Army officers* who are regarded by TJDB as especially unreliable* arc assigned 
to special prrouna to be kept under strict obsorvationo The refugee workers 
are sent most fl*equently to Tuzla* lHadenovac* Titove TJ^ioe* and Kraljovo.* 
Old people and fandlies who refuse to work remain in the Kovaoica oampo
